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SM Police nab suspect within 
minutes of bank robbery

Seven minutes after receiving the call of a bank 
robbery at Sierra Madre Bank of America, New 
Year’s Eve, 12:31 p.m.. Sierra Madre Police had 
apprehended the alleged suspect in Pasadena. 

Police credit two witnesses, who prefer to remain 
anonymous, for their immeasurable help in expedit¬ 
ing catching the suspects, Daniel Fernando Wilson, 
of Los Angeles, and the female driver who was arrested 
but released due to insufficient evidence for prosecu¬ 
tion. 

After the capture. Agent John Cordischi, Sgt. 
Wayne Bailey and Office Lance Long had Wilson 
booked and in jail where he admitted the two Sierra 
Madre Sanwa Bank robberies of 1989. 

Chronologically, a man wearing a stocking 
mask to the jawline and a long, black trench coat, and 
wielding a .357 caliber revolver, entered the front 
door of the bank in the 300 block of Sierra Madre 
Blvd., and demanded all the money in the bank. He 
first went to Shayne McGuire who emptied her 
drawer then to Leslie Perry, the teller at the next 
station. 

In all, he collected $3204. 

When the suspect first entered the bank, a cus¬ 
tomer heard the demand and observed the gun. He 
ran out of the back door of the bank and drove toward 
the Police Station, attempting to contact them by car 


phone. He ran into the station and reported that 
the robbery was in progress. 

Sgt. Wayne Bailey ran out the back door of the 
Police Station and into his auto, drove to Mariposa 
and Lima where another witness give him a com¬ 
plete description of the suspect whom she saw run¬ 
ning down Lima and west on Mariposa. She said 
the suspect entered a gray and maroon van which 
sped westbound on Mariposa. 

Agent Cordischi was in an unmarked auto at 
Michillinda and Sierra Madre Blvd. and Officer Lance 
Long was on Orange Grove near Rancho. Both 
policmen joined Bailey in pursuit. 

Cordischi saw the van travel south on Michillinda 
and the other two followed his report of the location 
as the suspect went west on Colorado Blvd., then 
after a start on the freeway, changed to Rosemead. 

That is where Bailey caught up with the suspect 
and pulled up on the left of the van. Long blocked 
the van at the front and Cordischi blocked at the rear 
while the suspect waited at a red light on Rosemead. 

“A female black was driving the van and exited 
at gunpoint. 1 could see the gunman hiding and 
ordered him out. We searched the van and found the 
gun, the money, the mask and the trench coat,” 
Cordischi said.

Year-round education; how does it work?

At a recent Parents Meeting Night at Sierra Madre 
Elementary School, Dr. Michael Klentschy, associate 
superintendent of instruction for the Pasadena Unified 
School District, spoke to the audience about year- 
round education. PUSD is presently conducting a 
feasibility study for implementing year-round educa¬ 
tion in its schools in the not too distant future to 
alleviate overcrowding at several of its sites. 

Dr. Klentschy reported that three of the district’s 
elementary schools are operating over seating capacity 
with an estimated 2 percent growth in enrollment 
anticipated in the district for the 1992-93 school year. 
Year-round education is one option being considered 
by PUSD to provide much needed seating capacity, 
and public meetings to discuss year-round education 
are being scheduled in the district in February. 

Mary Anne McMillan, a Sierra Madre resident 
and PUSD parent who has been active in educational 
affairs on both the local and state levels for the past 
.several years, was present at this meeting. The Sierra 
Madre News asked Marv Anne to look into year-

Contrary to its title, year-round education does 
not mean individual students attend school year round 
as they do in Japan. Year-round education simply 
changes the school calendar so that schools are staffed 
to provide educational services to students all year, 
a simple change which will initially impact in some 
way or another the lives of every member of a com¬ 
munity in which it is implemented because it changes 
the way the community has lived, worked and played 
since the early 18(X)s. 

Under current law, school districts in California 
are required to provide educational services to its 
students 180 days a year. The current school calendar 
used by the Pasadena Unified School District to meet 
this 180-day requirement is the traditional September- 
June calendar with students having a three-month

about 5 years old, and he had to see that The News 
was still in its same location, still a community 
weekly. 

“There’s so little continuity in anything that 
it’s very satisfying for me to come back to this 
building, to this paper in the same place, and it’s still 
an independent weekly,” he grinned. 

Bill has walked in the same footsteps as his 
father, the latter who ultimately owned 11 weeklies. 
However, Bill Asbury bought his first newspaper 
in Weaverville (the only paper and print shop in 
Trinity County) in 1959 and had it until 1961. He 
and his wife, Janet, and a staff of seven worked 
to keep that going. In 1%1, when a printer from 
the Oakland Tribune stopped in to say he’d like to 
buy the paper. Bill said, “SOLD.” 

He went on to be an editor of the Oroville 
daily paper (7600 circulation), then was editor of 
the Bremerton (Wash.) daily paper, on to Walla 
Walla (Wash.) and finally to the Seattle Post In¬ 
telligence. In 24 years he went from a circulation 
of 1800 for the weekly newspaper to a daily of 
250.000. 

He retired in 1983 as chief editor of the Seattle 
Post Intelligence and promptly went to work for 
Washington State Governor Booth Gardner as director 
of international relations and chief of protocol. 
That was until 1990 when he really retired. At least 
for awhile. 

“My memories of Sierra Madre are of little 
smog, the Red Car, the beaches with water so clean. 
It was always a separate town, not a neighborhood 
of another town. Orange groves squeezed in against 
the city limits. The nicest town to live in.” He shook 
his head and laughed when your reporter told him it

hadn’t changed that much. It was still a separate 
town, not a neighborhood of another town. 

“1 remember listening to the World Series in a 
hardware store in 1930. That’s the year we left. 
We lived next door to Lee Shippey.” Shippey was 
a columnist at The News then. 

His father, Joseph L. Asbury, sold the paper 
and went to Utah, ultimately published three papers 
in Utah and was the president of the Utah Press 
Association. Bill has a brother in Honolulu but the 
Bill Asburys have lived most of their lives in the 
Seattle area.

Thi.s column is not intended to be a history 
lesson, but I became interested in learning a little 
more about the 5tX)th anniversary of Christopher 
Columbus’ discovery of America, and thought 
you might enjoy a short synopsis of some of our 
Capital’s history that led up to the events which 
will take place throughout the country this year, 
starting with the Rose Parade. 

It is well documented that Leif Ericsson 
traversed the North Atlantic to Newfoundland, 
circa 1000 A.D., and initially settled the land. 
The harsh climate drove the pioneers back to 
Iceland and little has been recorded of further 
attempts. 

Including his first voyage in 1492, Columbus 
never reached the North /Xmerican continent on 
any of his four visits. Amerigo Vespucci turned 
southward and explored the coast of South 
America. .According to local historians, .lohn 
Cabot arrived on the Maryland shores in 1498. 
Navigation was almost guesswoik. Knowledge 
of astronomy was essential and it wasn’t until 
the early 1700s when the chronometer was de¬ 
veloped that a ship’s captain knew with any 
accuracy where he was. 

By 1592 and conlrary to what we may have 
concluded from reading our history hooks, 
European influence on our cotnincut had been 
introduced in the West and tiot with out Pilgrim 
fathers. Prior to the coloni/ation of the Atlan¬ 
tic shoreline, early Spanish explorers laid the 
foundations for the etiduring culture of California. 
This culture is still existent as is evidenced by 
following the trail of the original Franciscan 
missions. 

During the 16()0s, settlements in New En¬ 
gland were devoted to trade and itidustry. The 
areas of Virginia and Maryland around Wash¬ 
ington were founded, primarily by British 
colonists, to raise tobacco and cotton. Such 
was the situation in 1692. 

If you have any interest in reading more 
about the details of these events and others, I 
suggest “The Discoverers,’’ by Daniel Boorstein, 
a former Librarian of Congress. The book is 
described as “A history of man’s search to know 
his world atid himself.”

Carrot Top revisited...

Beans...Beans...Good old Great Northern 
Beans. Why should we write about a food pro¬ 
duct so simple as beans? Mostly because 1 have 
a story to tell you about them. Of course as a 
child back in 1915 to 1930 my mother used to 
keep an iron pot of navy beans and ham hocks 
on the back of the stove year ’round. There 
just wasn’t anything better on a cold blizzardy 
day to come indoors and have a large bowl of 
beans and a nice big slice of mother’s homemade 
bread. Those were the good old days. 

Of course, as a child interested in all the 
Western movies that I could see, such as Tom 
Mix, William S. Hart, Hoot Gibson, Hop - a - 
Long Cassidy, the Lone Ranger and others I 
always remember that after a heavy day of 
activities they always made up their night camp 
and sat down to a plate of beans. Seems that 
they were one of the basic foods of our time. 

Later on in life I became a manager for one 
of the largest food chain stores in the nation and 
remember that one morning in receiving the 
company mail from our head office that they 
had attached a cellophane bag (actually glassine 
as cellophane wasn’t in use yet). An envelope 
was attached to a sheet of paper and merely 
stated that at the end of the week when sending 
in the weekly report you were to send One, 
only one, navy bean in the glassine bag. 

This was indeed a silly request from my 
point of view, but the company had made many 
sillier requests so when the said “jump” you 
never asked “why” but always “How high.” 
So, comes Saturday night and in went the one 
navy bean in the glassine bag. 

The company had a total of 18,563 stores 
in the United States, so to our surprise some 
three weeks later here comes an “ATTENTION” 
news bulletin from the head office stating that 
they had received all of the beans and the total 


weight was 206 ounces or about 13 pounds. So 
what!, says 1, but reading on I find that this one¬ 
time effort on the part of all managers had 
brought in a total of $1.17, as beans were selling 
for 9 cents a pound at that time. 

Now folks, here is a very, very strong lesson 
in a small way. All beans, sugars, teas and 
coffee came to the store in large bulk bags and 
it was up to the store personnel to package these 
products in what we thought were convenient 
packages for our customers, generally three- 
pound brown paper bags. 

Now this may be hard for you tp believe, 
but we were given instructions about bagging 
this type of food product. You set the scales at 
the measurement you wanted, say three pounds 
and then scooped in the product but Just before 
you sealed the bag you reached in and took out 
a “pinch” or one bean and placed it in a con¬ 
tainer beside you. Many times out of a 100- 
pound bag of product we would end up with 
105 pounds, some products just a little more. 

Now, look me straight in the eye and tell me 
that you checked a three-pound bag of beans, 
sugar or whatever to see if it hit the three-pound 
mark on the nose. If you ever have and found 
it a bit short you probably said very little about 
it if anything. Folks today, in the world of 
business and merchandising, this would be called 
the “JUST NOTICEABLE DIFFERENCE.” 
“JND,” three little letters that are doing a lot 
in the packaging of goods today. These three 
little letters are studied very closely in college 
education, generally under the subject name of 
“Consumer Behavior.” Over the next several 
weeks I will tell you a little more about it and 
how it affects each of us as we try to get the 
most out of our hard earned dollars in today’s 
economic climate.

Early morning on Jan. 2,1 mei a bedraggled- 
looking Heine V. on the street. He looked like 
he needed a cup of coffee - and readily agreed 
to my invitation. 

A German immigrant who had followed 
many others of the clan to the promised land, 
he looked like an overweight Prussian General, 
in overalls. 

Heine worked for the town. He had a title 
but generally did everything no one else wanted 
to do - and he did it well.

1 tink dey give 
it to me for New Year’s, 1 should drink all 
of it New Year’s.” 

His story continued: “Well, about 5:30, 
Mama fixed supper, my favorite, sauerkraut 
and weenies. Then we went to bed early.” 

“Well, about midnight, 1 woke up sick, 
sick, sick. So 1 got up, went to the refrigerator 
and drank a quart of milk. And yolt, yelin, 
that (censored by editor) milk almost killed me!” 


Year-round education; how does it work?

break in the summer. Year-round education takes 
this same 180-day requirement and breaks it up 
differently. 

According to October 1991 statistics provided 
by the School Facilities Planning Division of the 
California Department of Education, there are many 
YRE calendar plans presently being implemented in 
1325 of the 7125 public schools in California, the 
most common of which is the 60-20 plan. Under 
this plan, students attend school 60 days (three months) 
and then have a 20-day (one-month) break. This 
cycle continues three times. The 180-day requirement 
is still met, but instead of one long summer break of 
three months, there are three smaller breaks of one 
month each. 

Adding a multitrack system to a YRE calendar 
plan increases the seating capacity of a school. Using 
Sierra Madre Elementary School FOR EXAMPLE 
PURPOSES ONL Y in this article, a multitrack YRE 
calendar plan could work as follows. 

Sierra Madre Elementary School has an approxi¬ 
mate maximum seating capacity of 660 students. In 
a four-track system, 220 students could be added to 
the attendance rolls for the school, and the total 
enrollment of 880 is divided into four tracks. A, B, 
C, and D. Under the 60-20 plan, the 660 students 
and their assigned teachers in tracks A, B and C would 
be in attendance while the 220 students and their 
assigned teachers in track D are on break. The stu¬ 
dents and their assigned teachers in each of the four 
tracks are rotated through until each track has had 
three, 60-day attendance periods and three, 20-day 
break periods. At any given point during the 12- 
month calendar year, 660 students would be in attend¬ 
ance, but the school’s total enrollment would be 880 
students, an increase of 33 percent in seating capacity 


for the school. 

In 1990, the California Legislature, recognizing 
the critical need for additional seating capacity for 
California’s public schools, established a monetary 
incentive for school districts to implement a multi¬ 
track YRE calendar plan of an additional $1151 over 
and above the Average Daily Attendance (ADA) 
allowance per student served by a school over maximum 
seating capacity of the school. In the Sierra Madre 
Elementary School example used in this article, an 
additional $253,200 (220 x $1151) could be made 
available to Sierra Madre Elementary School to im¬ 
plement a YRE four track plan. No cuts were made 
by the Legislature to these incentive funds in last 
year’s round of budget cuts. It is not certain what 
cuts, if any, the Legislature may make in its current 
budget decisions. 

Regardless of what YRE calendar plan a school 
district may be considering, all of the YRE literature 
stresses the importance of involvement in the earliest 
stages of study and planning of the entire community, 
i.e., teacher organizations, classified personnel, ad¬ 
ministrative staff, parent-teacher organizations, 
parent/community advisory committees, city agencies 
such as parks and recreation departments, churches, 
and ci' J ’ organizations. 

“The Year-Round School: Where Learning Never 
Stops,” a publication of the Phi Delta Kappa Educa¬ 
tional Foundation, cautions school districts consider¬ 
ing year-round education that “This early involve¬ 
ment is critical, because if there is a perception among 
community representatives that the school administra¬ 
tion has already made a decision to change the (school) 
calendar and they (the community) are being asked to 
simply rubber stamp the decision, then there is likely 
to be a negative atmosphere that is not conducive 
to healthy change.”

No issue we face will 
so shape and sculpture 
the events and circum¬ 
stances of our lives like 
the issue of POWHR.

The following is one 
of a series of excerpts 
taken from “The Promise 
of World Peace, ” a state¬ 
ment made by the Univer¬ 
sal House of Justice, in¬ 
ternational governing 
body of the Baha’i Faith, 
to the peoples of the 
world. 

The endowments which 
distinguish the human 
race from all other forms 
of life are summed up 
in what is known as the 
human spirit; the mind is 
its essential quality. These 
endowments have enabled 
humanity to build civili¬ 
zations and to prosper 
materially. But such 
accomplishments alone 
have never satisfied the 
human spirit, whose 
mysterious nature inclines 
it towards transcendence, 
a reaching towards an 
invisible realm, towards 
the ultimate reality, that 
unknowable essence of 
essences called God. The 
religions brought man¬ 
kind by a succession of 
spiritual luminaries have 
been the primary link 


between humanity and 
that ultimate reality, 
and have galvanized and 
refined mankind’s capacity 
to achieve spiritual success 
together with social 
progress. 

No serious attempt to 
set human affairs aright, 
to achieve world peace, 
can ignore religion. 
Man’s perception and 
practice of it are largely 
the stuff of history. An 
eminent historian de¬ 
scribed religion as a 
“faculty of human 
nature.” That the per¬ 
version of this faculty 
has contributed to much 
of the confusion in society 
and the conflicts in and 
between individuals can 
hardly be denied. But 
neither can any fair- 
minded observer discount 
the preponderating in¬ 
fluence exerted by religion 
on the vital expressions 
of civilization. Further¬ 
more, its indispensability 
to social order has re¬ 
peatedly been demon¬ 
strated by its direct effect 
on laws and morality.

Pastor Anderson will 
be speaking on the theme: 
“John the Baptizer.” 
His text is Luke: 1-38. 
The historical background 
for the Gospel of Luke 
is helpful in understand¬ 
ing the political setting 
for the life and ministry 
of Jesus. Palestine was 
ruled by Rome and Rome 
was ruled by emperors 
during this period. Rome 
was not always ruled in 
this way. For hundreds 
of years prior to this 
time, Rome was a Re¬ 
public. However, the re¬ 
public collapsed in the 
chaos of civil wars not 
only before, but also 
after the death of Julius 
Caesar. 

A variety of Roman 
generals fought for sole 
power of Rome. The 
adopted son of Julius 
Caesar, Octavian (later 
known as Augustus who 
decreed the census for 
taxation at the time of 
Jesus’ birth), was finally 


left as the only survivor 
of the warlords. (Xriavian 
was a skilled politician. 
He reformed the state and 
restored peace to the 
Roman empire. Even 
though he pretended to 
restore the republic, 
Octavian (Augustus) in 
fact, made himself sole 
ruler of Rome with the 
power of the army behind 
him. 

Augustus thus became 
the first emperor of Rome. 
When he died in A.D. 14, 
he passed his position 
and authority on to his 
adopted son, Tiberius. 
And this is the emperor 
of Rome who was in his 
fifteenth year of rule at 
the beginning of Jesus’ 
ministry. In Palestine 
at that time, Herod was 
tetrarch of Galilee, Philip 
was tetrarch of Ituraea, 
and Pontius Pilate was 
governor of Judea. We 
will see how John the 
Baptist comes on the scene 
of Jesus’ life, playing a 
very important role in the 
early years of the Chris- 
ianity. 

Sunday evening at 
6 p.m. there will be an 
inspirational time of 
singing in contemporary 
worship. Pastor Dick 
will be giving us the second 
in his new series on the 
Lord’s Prayer, of Matthew 
6. This Part II is en¬ 
titled, “Hallowed Be Thy 
Name.”

While I think they 
miss some very exciting 
opportunities, there is a 
remarkable variety of live 
theater available between 
Pasadena and Claremont. 
Let us review the options. 

What is your choice for 
theater? Musicals? 
Dramas? Comedy? 

The San Gabriel Valley 
Civic Light Opera holds 
forth at the San Gabriel 
Civic Auditorium for a 
three production season. 
They have a well-deserved 
reputation for excellence. 
Give them a good script 
and the music, choreog¬ 
raphy and acting are sel¬ 
dom to be faulted. Their 
technical crew is so good 
that they can no longer 
qualify for the privileges 
of amateur status, and 
their standard is most 
professional, although a 
number of local people 
usually manage to get into 
the act. (Their support 
group has a reputation 
for being especially nice 
to the performers so they 


have a big taleni p<M>l 
l«> draw from.) ^ 

I hey happen to be 
more consistent than the 
fully professional Cali¬ 
fornia Music Theater 
which has recently moved 
into the newly refurbished 
Raymond Theater in 
Pasadena, but recent 
CMT productions have 
been good. T’neir “Wi¬ 
zard of Oz” was a lot 
of fun, and their next 
production in February 
is Lerner and Lowe’s 
spectacular “Camelot.” 
Coming in the future are 
Joanne Worley in “Any¬ 
thing Goes,” and a pro¬ 
duction of “My One and 
Only.” 

The Candlelight Pa¬ 
vilion at Griswald’s in 
Claremont provides not 
only compact versions of 
Broadway musicals but 
gourmet dinners in a 
glamorous atmosphere. 
They have gotten better 
and better and their pro¬ 
duction of “Man of La 
Mancha” is about to 
open. Their “Evita” and 
“Into the Woods” were 
especially memorable. 

For purely professional 
performances, which en¬ 


hance its long and in¬ 
fluential reputation, 
there is the famous Pasa¬ 
dena Playhouse.

Trip to Casbah part of 
Morocco tradition 


Mysterious, menacing 
Morocco. On a tour of 
Spain’s Costa Del Sol we 
had decided, on the spur 
of the moment, to sample 
Morocco’s famed 
mystique. 

Crossing the Strait of 
Gibralter, we caught a 
tour bus in Cueta, 
bound for the small 
village of Tetuan. 

Our guide wore a 
striped burnoose over his 
natty business suit. We 
learned that their religion 
forbids any exposure of 
the human form. The 
suit was for the other side 
of the border. Inside, 
the burnoose went over. 

A 30-minute stop along 
the way included camel 
rides, on which we opted 
out, having indulged in 
this sport in Cairo and 
finding camels to be 
particularly ill-tempered 
beasts. 

In Tetuan all the build¬ 
ings are white-washed and 
similar in structure to 
American Indian pueb¬ 
los. 

Our tour consisted of 
a trek through the cas¬ 
bah, the Arabic version 
of an apartment com¬ 
plex. Their version, 
however, is an unbelieva¬ 
ble spider-web maze in 
which strangers could lose 
their way for all eternity. 
The sky is blocked out 
and only dim passage¬ 
ways wind forever past 
dark, dank doorways, 
where enormous-eyed 
children, with angelic 
faces, sit forlornly 
amidst the rubble. One 
must step onto doorsills 
to let others pass by, 
the passages are so nar¬ 


row, and a burro with 
a bundle presents a 
formidable barrier to 
progress in the other 
direction. 

Here people spend 
whole lifetimes and we 
could only hope that the 
dark doorways gave way 
to light and air on 
second stories. It was 
like a visitation to an 
anthill, where life exists 
underground in dim 
burrows beneath the 
earth. The entire tour 
group clung to the 
guide like leeches, trust¬ 
ing he knew his way 
out. 

Lunch was finally 
profferred in a touristy 
cafe, complete with 
belly dancers and acro¬ 
bats twirling cups and 
saucers on their noses. 
The shish kabob and 
other delicacies were 
edible, but mediocre. 

One dramatic stop 
included a courtyard 
filled with snake 
charmers and their pets, 
and we were treated to 
the thrill of winding 
“cobras” about our 
necks. One fellow tour¬ 
ist had to remove his 
new-found “friend” 
through the bottom of 
his shirt after it had gone 
adventuring. 

Another stop was for 
shopping, but the choices 
were so poor we came 
away with only a small 
piece of Moroccan 
pottery and a burnoose 
for our son. Rural, “un¬ 
spoiled” Tetuan had 
learned to cater to 
tourism. 

The border again pro¬ 
duced lengthy delays 
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Tourists mingle with Moroccans in casbah of 
Tetuan. 


and we watched as 
several elderly women 
were roughly manhan¬ 
dled by border guards and 
marched, hitting and 
kicking back, to an in¬ 
terrogation room. 
“Bandidoes,” our guide 
informed us. If so, 
Morocco has some really 
tough senior citizens. 

We were glad to get 


our American identities 
back, but glad, too, 
that we had experienced 
a taste of Casablanca 
and Fez and Marrakesh, 
and the world of mystery 
and enigma that engulfs 
the Christian in a country 
with customs and beliefs 
beyond our familiar 
ken.

City prohibits 

delivery of 
unwanted handbills 

On Dec 10, 1991, the Sierra Madre City 
Council adopted Municipal Ordinance 1080 
prohibiting delivery of unsolicited handbills, 
newspapers, flyers and other similar materials. 

Of notable exception, the Ordinance exempts 
restrictions on religious and political handbills, 
and materials delivered by the postal service. 
Specifically, the ordinance requires persons 
wishing to distribute unsolicited handbills in 
Sierra Madre by leaving them on any residential 
or business property to first obtain from the 
City the street addresses of those persons who 
have explicitly registered objection to receiving 
such materials. 

Sierra Madre residents who do not 
wish to receive unsolicited circulars may 
complete the necessary form, which Is 
available at the City Hall, Public Library 
or Police Department.

Two faces of Al Ros focus 
on ’92 Olympics, acting 


Wearing a T-shirt that 
says “No pain, no Spain,” 
Al Ros, a 30-year-old 
Sierra Madre fireman, 
grimaces as he leg presses 
650 pounds during a 
routine workout at a 
Pasadena gym. 

Only 100th of a second 
away from qualifying as 
a sprinter for the 1992 
Olympics in Barcelona, 
Spain, Ros hopes to 
make up the difference 
for Olympic qualifying, 
which will take place in 
New Orleans in June. 

Ros became interested 
in running as a student 
at La Salle High School 
when he ran undefeated 
as a sophomore and 
where his 300-meter low 
hurdle record still holds. 
He went on to PCC and 
then to Cal State North- 
ridge on a track scholar¬ 
ship, becoming an All- 
American in the decathlon 
and graduating with a 
degree in business and 
a minor in physical 
education. 

In 1989, after falling 
.02 of a second short 
in qualifying for the ’88 
Olympics, he set two state 
records in the Firemen’s 
Olympics. Ros admits 
that his marriage to Stevie 
interferred a little with 
his competition the next 
year. However, in 1991, 
he won the 100 and 200 
District Championships 
and the 100-meter in the 
West Coast Regionals be¬ 
fore straining ligaments 
in his foot, which “messed 
up” his chances for the 
PanAm Games. Mended 
by the Mt. SAC relays 
in April, he ran a leg 
against Carl Lewis, the 
four-time gold medalist, 
in the 4 X 200 relay, 
with both runners clock¬ 
ing identical times. 


Now a member of the 
Patriots USA, a track 
club which numbers three 
Olympic hopefuls, Ros, 
who competes in some 20 
races a year, expects to 
run later this month 
against Ben Johnson, the 
well-known sprinter from 
Canada, in the Spectator 
Games, a Grand Prix 
event in Hamilton, 
Canada. 

For some five years, 
Ros has been involved in 
acting, dancing and 
modeling, a sideline 
career which allows 
flexibility and time for 
training. He has appeared 
in “Torch Song Trilogy,” 
“Rush Week” and “Bebe” 
and on “Married with 
Children” and Dom 
DeLuise Special for 
television. 

In addition, he has 
made guest appearances 
on ‘‘Eye on L.A.,” 
‘‘YMCA Week” and 
“Tiempo Latino” and 
has modeled for numerous 
calendars, including the 
1992 issue of “Skin Deep” 
and “Tall and Tan.” 




The acting/modeling 
career is sandwiched into 
a daily schedule that be¬ 
gins at 6:30 a.m. and in¬ 
cludes two workouts at 
the track at Caltech, 
where he helps coach, 
and another workout at 
the World Gym in Pasa¬ 
dena. Then at home in 
Sierra Madre, Ros does 
leg lifts, sit ups, crunchies
